Kampung Baru is 
strategically located in the city centre and with this new branding, | hope to provide opportunities to the locals 
to make use of Kampung Baru’s revamped look as a tourist destination. Other ongoing projects include 
extending the Lake Gardens and pedestrianising certain areas in the city. In the constraints of limited 
coverage of street network within the city centre, our approach is to create a pedestrian environment which is 
conducive for their movement from Point A to Point B. This will be achieved by creating pedestrian linkages 
from public transport stations to pedestrian generators such as shopping malls, schools and offices. 


WHICH FAVOURITE TOURIST SPOT WOULD YOU RECOMMEND TO SOMEONE WHO IS VISITING 
KUALA LUMPUR FOR THE FIRST TIME? 

| would recommend the Petronas Twin Towers. Soaring at 452 metres above KL’s skyline, it is the world’s 
tallest twin towers. Petronas Twin Towers is now the icon of Malaysia and been recently nominated as one of 
the new Seven Wonders of the World. These unique structures has set the pace for the country’s national 
development programme and successfully enhanced Malaysia’s image worldwide. What is not to be missed 
is a visit to the towers’ sky bridge which joins the two towers at the 41st and 42nd floors, standing at 170 
metres above street level. Visitors can visit the sky bridge for free and enjoy the fantastic view of Kuala 
Lumpur.

For everything, there is a beginning. Kuala 
Lumpur’s history began only 50 years ago 
when tin miners came exploring the muddy 
confluence of Gombak and Klang rivers. It was 
a simple beginning which later became marred 
with bloody wars and feuds. The modern Kuala 
Lumpur weathered through countless 
devastations and makeovers to eventually 
become one of the leading Asian nations as it is 
today. 


1857 - The history of Kuala Lumpur began when a 
member of the Selangor royal family, Raja 
Abdullah, opened up the Klang Valley for tin 
prospectors. Naturally with the rise of the tin 
extraction industry, prospectors started pouring in 
to Kuala Lumpur or this “muddy confluence” of the 
Gombak and Klang rivers. However, only a small 
number of them survived to see a thriving tin mine 
establish. With miners, traders and merchants 
establishing their setttements and business there, a 
town was born. 


Peace did not quite last when rivalry between triads 
and civil war between the Selangor princes erupted 
over the tin led to bloody feuds and wars. However, 
peace resumed and under the competent 
leadership of Kapitan Yap Ah Loy, the third leader of 
the Chinese community appointed by the British, 
the sleepy mining town boomed into a commercial 
trading hub of high importance. 


1880 -— Kuala Lumpur was made capital of 
Selangor due to Kapitan Yap Ah Loy's success and 
effectively maintained system of law and order. 


1881 - Kuala Lumpur was burnt down in another 
furious feud and Kapitan Yap decided to rebuild the 
town using brick and tile to replace the dangerous 
atap or wooden houses. 





Sir Frank Swettenham was at this time appointed 
Resident of Selangor and after Kapitan Yap’s death, 
he oversaw the growth of Kuala Lumpur and the city 
continued to prosper. The completion of a railway 
connecting the town to Port Klang in 1886 further 
boosted Kuala Lumpur's growth. 


1896 - The Federated Malay States (FMS), which 
consisted of four states, was incorporated with 
Swettenham as Resident-General and Kuala 
Lumpur was chosen to be the capital. Since then, 
the city evolved to become a classic epitome of 
British colonialism, with sharply uniformed white 
officers administrating the FMS. Unsurprisingly, with 
the British imperialism and oppression, local 
nationalists were burming with dreams of 
independence. 


1957 - At the strike of midnight on 30th August, amidst 
tens of thousands of people, the Union Jack stood 
waving for the last time in front of the Selangor Club 
and was finally lowered. 


1969 - With newfound independence, Kuala Lumpur 
went gradually into her greatest transformation ever. 
However, all was put to a halt when a bloody civil 
unrest exploded across the city as a result of racial 
tension, sparking a state of emergency that extended 
over to the next two years. The tension soon 
subsided after actions were made to bring the people 
as one. 


1972 - Kuala Lumpur was conferred city status on 1st 
February. 


1974 - Kuala Lumpur was declared a Federal 
Territory. 


Present day - The last few decades up till the present 
time have seen Kuala Lumpur undergo incredible 
growth, with a significant population explosion and 
development throughout the city on a monumental 
scale. One of the world's tallest and iconic buildings, 
the Petronas Twin Towers, now stands magnificently 
among the Kuala Lumpur skyline.

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KL Tower 


KL Tower was built in 1992 and upon its 
completion in May 1996; it stands as the 4th 
tallest telecommunications tower in the world at 
an impressive height of 421 metres. 
Constructed at the top of Bukit Nanas, the KL 
Tower is a telecommunications tower for a better 
telecommunications and broadcast 
transmissions quality. Visitors to KL Tower will 
be able to take a closer view of the city’s skyline 
using binoculars provided at the Observation 
platform, located at Level 1. You may opt to dine 
at the Seri Angkasa Revolving Restaurant while 
enjoying a panoramic view of the city. The 
restaurant is located at Level 2 of the KL Tower 
“Head”.

Sultan Abdul Samad Building 


The Sultan Abdul Samad Building is among 
Malaysia’s popular historical structures as it is 
the major landmark for Malaysia and Kuala 
Lumpur. This distinctive Moorish-style building 
features a 41 metres high clock tower, which 
was designed by A.C. Norman. It was built in 
1894-1897 to house important government 
departments during the British administration. 
On ist January 1982, the clock tower became 
the venue for a historic event when the time 
between West Malaysia, Sabah, Sarawak and 
Singapore were standardized. Behind the 
building is actually the Klang River, which marks 
the very location of the early settlements of 
Kuala Lumpur. 


KUALA LUMPUR - A SNAPSHOT

Known to the locals as Pasar Seni, this historical 
site is among Malaysia’s main tourist attractions. 
The building was actually built in 1888 by the 
British who were ruling the then, Malaya. It was 
used as a wet market for the locals and tin 
miners. However, this Western Art Deco 
structure has since taken on a new style and has 
been converted to an exciting mix of kiosks, 
restaurants, as well as a centre for cultural 
performances and demonstrations.

Petaling Street (Chinatown) 





Petaling Street is Malaysia’s Chinatown, famous 
for its makeshift bazaars selling wallets, 
handbags, watches, shoes, t-shirts, jewellery 
items and such, all at very “reasonable” prices — 
only if you practice your bargaining skills. Over 
at Chinatown, one rule of thumb that you will 
need to master is - bargain! All prices have been 
hiked up and regardless of how enticing the 
price may sound when offered, never jump on it. 
Food is also everywhere here, with local 
Chinese hawker delights such as Hokkien 
Noodles and other fried dishes in the restaurants 
on Petaling Street. Most of these restaurants 
have been operating for a long, long time but the 
customers are still coming because of the good 
food they serve. Chinatown is simply a place 
that is abuzz with crowd, loud noise and busy 
atmosphere, especially at night, and that is what 
makes it so special.

Little India 


Little India is located at one of the oldest parts of 
the city, Jalan Masjid India. The name "Little 
India" is derived from a mosque built in 1870 for 
the Indian-Muslim population § settling there 
during the times when the tin-mining was 
booming. It is the original shopping haven which 
dates back over a century ago. The colourful 
street is filled with vendors selling Indian wares 
such as saris, bangles, perfume oils and other 
Bollywood-inspired Indian costumes. Visitors will 
definitely experience a unique feeling shopping 
at Little India.

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GETTING AROUND THE CITY 


Visitors to Kuala Lumpur have a variety of transportation modes to choose from when travelling around 
and out of the city. With the city’s efficient network of train, bus and taxi services, getting around the 


city is very convenient and affordable. 


Taxi Services 


In Kuala Lumpur, most taxi drivers can 
understand and speak basic English and a fair 
command of the Malay language. Taxis that are 
already carrying customers usually would not 
stop to take in more customers, so it would be 
better to flag down an empty taxi. Taxi fares are 
based on a metered rate, but for taxis that do not 
use this metre system, insist that they do. Rates 
are RM 2.00 for the first 2 kilometres and 
RM 0.10 for every subsequent 200 metres. A 
surcharge of 50% will be levied for taxi services 
between midnight and 6.00 am. If there are more 
than 2 customers in one taxi, additional charge 
of RM 0.20 for each customer will be imposed. 





Light Railway Transits (LRT) 


Basically, there are two different lines of LRT 
services, Putra and STAR. The Putra LRT 
stretches from the Putra Terminal in Gombak all 
the way to the Kelana Jaya Terminal in Petaling 
Jaya. With 24 stations including the terminals, 
Putra LRT brings you across Kuala Lumpur to 
Selangor and vice versa, stopping at the 
prominent areas in town, such as KLCC, KL 
Sentral, Bangsar and Masjid Jamek. 


The STAR LRT, serving 25 stations is divided 
into two lines, Ampang and Sri Petaling. The 
Ampang line travels between Sentul Timur in the 
north and Ampang in the east of the city, making 
stops at areas such as Sultan Ismail and Plaza 
Rakyat. The Sri Petaling line however, will bring 


you from Sentul Timur in the north to Sri Petaling 
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in the south of Kuala Lumpur, stopping at places 
such as the Bukit Jalil Stadium. The trains 
operate from 6.00 am to 11.45 pm at intervals 
between 3-5 minutes during peak hours and 5-8 
minutes during off peak hours. There is also an 
interchange that can be made at the KL Sentral 
Station or Masjid Jamek Station should 
travellers need to switch between the Putra line 
and STAR. Please be informed that there may 
be occasional delays in train services and each 
station varies in its last train services for the day.

KL Monorail 


KL Monorail runs only in the city, connecting 
travellers to major hotels, shopping and 
entertainment areas. Serving 11° stations, 
including important stops at Imbi, Bukit Bintang, 
Raja Chulan, Bukit Nanas and Medan Tuanku, 
KL Monorail operates between 6.00 am to 12 
midnight at 5-minute intervals during peak hours 
and 6 to 10-minute intervals during off-peak 
hours. The starting point of the KL Monorail is 
about 100 metres away from KL Sentral. You will 
need to exit KL Sentral to get and walk out to the 
monorail station

KTM Komuter 





Consisting of 2 lines, Sentul to Port Klang and 
Rawang to Seremban, KTM Komuter serves 41 
stations and is the only train that brings 
travellers out of Kuala Lumpur and Selangor to 
Seremban which is at the Negeri Sembilan 
state. The trains operate at a 15-minute interval 
during peak hours and a 20-minute interval 
during off-peak hours. This train service is 
especially helpful for travellers to reach the Pudu 
Bus Terminal through the Plaza Rakyat Station.

KLIA Express & KLIA Transit 


KLIA Express is a high-speed train that travels 
28 minutes non-stop between the Kuala Lumpur 
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International Airport (KLIA) and KL Sentral. The 
first train leaves at 5.00 am and the last train at 
12.00 am with intervals of 15 minutes during 
peak hours and 20 minutes during off-peak 
hours. 


KLIA Transit also travels between KL Sentral 
and KLIA, stopping at Bandar Tasik Selatan, 
Putrajaya & Cyberjaya and Salak Tinggi before 
reaching KLIA. The journey between KL Sentral 
to KLIA should take around 35 minutes with the 
3 stops in between. The train intervals are at 30 
minutes, with the first and last train from KL 
Sentral to KLIA at 5.33 am and 12.03 am 
respectively; the first and last trains from KLIA to 
KL Sentral at 5.52 am and 1.00 am respectively. 


Both KLIA Express and KLIA Transit passengers 
can also enjoy the convenience of express 
check-in facility at KL City Air Terminal (KL CAT) 
in KL Sentral.

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There is an extensive service of buses around 
the city, with several bus companies operating at 
the same time, such as Rapid KL, Metrobus, SJ 
Bus, Park May and Len Seng. Bus fares usually 
start from RM 0.50 and above but buses can get 
very packed during peak hours. The bus route 
would usually be displayed in an electronic 
board or on a board outside the bus. For 
travellers who are uncertain which buses to take 
to their designated location, you are advised to 
ask the bus driver or any passengers going 
aboard before hopping onto the bus. 


For buses travelling interstate, travellers need to 
get to the Pudu Bus Terminal and purchase 
tickets from the respective counters.

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KL International Airport

Merdeka Square 





It was at 12.01 am on 31st August 1957, that the 
Union Jack was lowered and the Malaysian flag 
was raised, marking Malaysia’s independence 
from colonial rule. It was at Merdeka Square or 
Dataran Merdeka that shouts of “Merdeka!” 
which means “Independence” was heard over 
the early hours of that historical day. Today, a 
100-metre high flagpole, said to be the tallest in 
the world proudly carries the Malaysian flag. 
The Square has been and still is an important 
place for national events such as National Day 
celebrations and street parades. Situated at one 
corner of the Square is the Royal Selangor Club, 
once a popular social centre for British residents 
or the expatriate community. The building's 
charming architecture is presumably the most 
captivating sight because of its mock-Tudor 
design in old England. Today, the club is 
exclusively for members and has a wide range 
of sporting facilities and food outlets.

Sultan Abdul Samad Building 





The Sultan Abdul Samad building is easily one 
of the most popular, not to mention historical 
structures in Malaysia. Completed in the late 
19th century, this building has one of the most 
remarkable architectural features around, with 
designs by A.C. Norman. The building carries a 
Moorish design, topped with a shiny copper 
dome and a 40-metre tall clock tower. It used to 
be occupied by the Federal Court and the Court 
of Appeals but they have since been moved to 
the Palace of Justice in Malaysia’s new federal 
administrative capital, Putrajaya. Behind the 
building is Klang River, which marks the very 
location of the early’ settlements’ of 
Kuala Lumpur.

Forest Research Institute of Malaysia (FRIM) 





Malaysia’s true beauty lies in its land of vast 
tropical rainforests; And visitors do not have to 
go far beyond to visit one, because FRIM offers 
plenty of unspoiled forest park only 16 
kilometres northwest of Kuala Lumpur in 
Kepong. FRIM, which has been around since 
1926, was more of a serious research station, 
studying the environments of the rainforest. 
However, the institute has now begun to allow 
visitors into the forest science park, adopting a 
jungle theme park concept. Visitors who are 
interested in jungle trekking will find this forest 
challenging but exciting, with beautiful natural 
forest surroundings including waterfalls. There 
is also a jungle canopy which will allow visitors 
to take a 20-minute walk through the treetops 
with an excellent panoramic view of the city.

Built in 1909, this is the oldest mosque in the 
city. The mosque rests on a very historical 
ground, right at the meeting point of the Klang 
and Gombak rivers, also the birthplace of Kuala 
Lumpur. The area is also one of the very first 
spots where the early settlers built their homes. 
Inspired by the Mogul architecture in northern 
India, this mosque was the city’s main mosque 
until the opening of the National mosque in 
1965. However, it still remains as one of the 
most stunning mosques in Kuala Lumpur.

This temple, built in the 1870s, is one of the 
most spectacular-looking ones in the Chinatown 
area. The building is richly decorated with 
detailed and finely carved images of Hindu 
deities, along with hand-painted motifs and gold 
embellishments, making it one of the most 
elaborated temples in the country. Its stunning 
22-metre high gate tower or gopuram is 
beautifully decorated, thus making this temple 
very typically south Indian. The Sri Maha 
Mariamman Temple also houses a_ golden 
chariot that is used each year to carry the figure 
of the Hindu deity, Lord Murugan during the 
Thaipusam festival pilgrimage to the Batu 
Caves. Visitors must leave their shoes at the 
entrance, in observance of the temple as a 
place of worship.

Thean Hou Temple 


Located on a hilltop, this impressive Chinese 
temple is relatively new, built only in 1989. The 
temple is dedicated to 3 deities, including the 
goddess Thean Hou. Being a modern temple 
however did not affect the temple’s architecture. 
Instead, Thean Hou temple displays both the 
classic and modern features, with its red pillars 
at the entrance offering prosperity and good 
fortune for those who walk through it. With its 
beautiful statues of the 12 animals in the 
Chinese zodiac and delicate decorations of 
lanterns and dragons, the Chinese symbol of 
life, it’s no wonder that many Chinese choose to 
have their wedding in this temple. Worshippers 
can also have their fortune told through a 
fortune-telling service here.

Cathedral of Saint Mary The Virgin 





(St Mary’s Church) 


Built in 1894, this is the first brick Anglican 
church in the country. Located just around the 


Merdeka Square, this church was designed on 
the grounds of simplicity, with beautiful stained 
glass windows, much like a decent English 
country house. This church has the capacity of 
about 200 people, with its most interesting asset 
kept safely within being a pipe organ built in 
1895 by Henry Willis, considered as one of the 
greatest organ builders of his time.

The 
caves have the Subramaniam Swamy Temple 
residing inside as a centre of worship for the 
Hindu God, Murugan. This place becomes most 
busy when Hindu devotees and visitors from all 
around the world gather at Batu Caves during 
the Hindu festival, Thaipusam. Visitors alike will 
be amazed with the thousands of entranced 
devotees who would have their bodies pierced 
by hooks, needles and metal bodies pierced

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Situated off the coast of Perak, Pulau Pangkor is 
one of the most beautiful islands with some of 
the best beaches on the western coast of the 
peninsular. Pangkor consists of two islands, the 
larger island being Pangkor, and smaller one, 
her sister island Pangkor Laut. For those who 
wish to unwind and enjoy the tropical beaches of 
Malaysia at its best, Pangkor is one’s best bet 
because of its white sandy beaches, sparkling 
blue waters and cool, refreshing breezes. The 
community on the island lives mostly in 
scattered fishing villages along the coast, facing 
the town of Lumut and Teluk Batik. 


Visitors to Pangkor can go over to the Pasir 
Giam Beach and enjoy wind-surfing, scuba 
diving and even snorkeling under the crystal 
clear waters there. For those who love greenery, 
there is the Pangkor Forest Reserve, where 
visitors can trek to the Pangkor Hill and observe 
the many rare and exotic flora and fauna along 
the way. Surprisingly, this island even has 
historical remnants of the Dutch Fort, the 


300-year-old Dutch strongholds in which only 
the stone foundations and carvings left by the 
soldiers remain today. And your trip to Pangkor 
will not be complete without a visit to the Fu Lin 
Kong Chinese Temple because over here, 
visitors can see a miniature Great Wall of China.

Along the 
way, you will pass by the fringes of Sitiawan 
town. 


You can also travel by air through Berjaya 
Air where you will land straight into the 
Pangkor Island Airport. Four flights will be 
offered weekly (Monday, Wednesday, 
Friday, Sunday) from the Sultan Abdul Aziz 
Airport, or also known as the Subang 
Airport in Petaling Jaya, Selangor. 


Kellie’s Castle 





About 2 hours’ drive from Kuala Lumpur, Kellie's 
Castle is an unfinished mansion with a seemingly 





unfinished story built by a Scottish planter, 
William Kellie Smith. The mansion was to have 
been his gift to his wife, or in some accounts, to 
his son. Kellie’s Castle shares the same 
architectures to buildings seen in Madras 
because of Smith's fascination with the Hindu 
religion and Indian culture. He even went to the 
extent of hiring Indian labourers to build his 
ultimate dream house to keep the castle 
authentically Indian. 


However, Smith never saw the completion of his 
castle because most of his workers became 
victims to the Spanish flu which hit Asia at that 
time, and he himself died soon after. Despite its 
interesting underlying history, Kellie’s Castle has 
hugely fascinated the locals and the tourists 
who have visited the mansion because of its 
intricate and surprisingly modern concept to the 
building. 


The castle actually houses an elevator, which 
was the first of such in Malaya, and two tunnels 
that run under the river nearby, with one of it 
leading to a Hindu Temple close by. Smith had 
even planned to build an indoor tennis court and 
a rooftop courtyard for socialite parties. Most 
interestingly, Kellie's Castle is now a popular 
local tourist attraction and was used as a setting 
in the 1999 Hollywood film, Anna and the King. 


Batu Gajah, Perak 
Take the North-South Expressway and exit 
at Gopeng. From the toll plaza, follow the 
signboards towards Gopeng town. Once 
you have passed Gopeng, head towards 
Batu Gajah and there will be signs along 
the narrow and winding road that will lead 
you to the castle. Alternatively, you can take 
the next exit along the North-South 
Expressway, which is Simpang Pulai. From 
there, follow signboards to Batu Gajah and 
along the way, you should see signages 
that will direct you to the castle. 


Taman Negara National Park 


This national park is probably one of the best 
known and the oldest national park in Malaysia. 
Famous for its rainforest, Taman Negara 
National Park is fairly easy to get around even 
without guides. This park was established in 
Malaysia way back in the late 30s, 
encompassing three states, Pahang, Kelantan 
and Terengganu, each with its own legislation. 





The national park has since been developed 
into a hugely famous ecotourism destination in 
the country. Visitors to Taman Negara will be 
able to climb Gunung Tahan, the highest point 
in the Peninsula and see some of the rarest 


animals, 





such as the Indochinese Tiger, 
Sumatran Rhinoceros, Malayan Gaur and the 


Asian Elephant. 


Visitors can look forward to enjoying the tropical 


rainforest, canopy walk, bird-watching or jungle 


trekking. For the more adventurous, they can 
explore caves, climb waterfalls cascades at the 


Lata Berkoh Hill or even climb Bukit Teresek. 


However, please take note that all visitors to the 
park must get permits and license from the 
Department of Wildlife and National Parks. Each 


visitor must obtain an entrance permit at RM 


1.00 per person, while fishing license costs RM 
10.00 each and camera license is at RM 5.00 
per camera.

Endau-Rompin National Park is another famous 
national park in Peninsular Malaysia. It contains 
some of the world's oldest rainforests and the 
volcanic rocks there date back 240 million years 
ago. With some of the most unique flora and 
fauna inhabiting the park, including the 
endangered Sumatran Rhino, this national park 
also has some of Malaysia's best waterfalls. 
Visitors get the chance to meet the indigenous 
peoples of Peninsular Malaysia, known locally 
as the Orang Asli when they visit their village. 


Visitors can also look forward to activities such 
as rubber tube rafting, night safari and night 
trekking and hill climbing at Gunong Tiong. You 
will need to inform the Johor National Parks 
Corporation at least a week prior to your 
departure and it is strongly advisable to acquire 
an entry permit before making any arrangement 
to visit this area.

From the North-South Expressway, take the 
Ayer Hitam exit (Interchange 244) and 
proceed to Kluang town, which is about 20 
kilometres from the interchange. From 
there, continue onwards to Kahang for 
another 7 kilometres before turning left at 
Felda Selendang. The journey from there 
will start to get rough because it will be 
another 2 hours drive through a dirt track 
through palm oil plantations and rainforest 
to Kampung Peta. From there, you should 
be able to make your way to the entrance.

Nasi Lemak 


This is the Malaysian all-time favourite food to 
begin the day with. A good pack of nasi lemak 
truly makes the day for the locals here, and 
thankfully, they are not hard to find. The best 
nasi lemak comes wrapped in banana leaf, with 
a fragrant aroma coming from the rice which is 
cooked in coconut milk and further enhanced 
with spices such as ginger, star anise and 
cinnamon. This filling dish is usually eaten with 
its usual accomplices - fried anchovies, fresh 
poached eggs, slices of fresh cucumber, 
crunchy groundnuts and a must-have spicy 
sambal gravy. Rendang, a thick meat curry 
comes optional and is available in beef, mutton 
and chicken. Being the most delicious yet 
economical and filling meal available, it’s no 
wonder that Malaysians cannot live without their 
nasi lemak here.

Satay 


Satay is another Malaysian trademark dish that 
can be found mostly at stalls selling Malay food 
or Mamak (Indian-Muslim) food. This is a dish 
that consists of skewered chicken, beef, fish and 
occasionally delicacies that are more towards 
the exotic such as deer meat, and chicken 
stomach, all grilled over charcoal fire. The thick, 
tender meat is savoured with a heavenly spicy 
peanut dip, ketupat (rice cooked in coconut 
leaves) as well as slices of fresh cucumber and 
onions. 


Roti Canai 


This is a favourite Malaysian delicacy that can 
be eaten at any time of the day, and gets 
particularly hot-in-demand during supper time. 
Basically it is a light, crispy and fluffy pancake 
made from wheat flour. Watching the making of 
your favourite roti canai is another entertainment 
by itself as you watch the experts pound, stretch, 
and toss the dough, and then cook it to 
perfection on a griddle. Roti canai is served with 
dhal (lentil beans) and chicken curry. There are 
many varieties of roti canai and popular ones 
either come plain or with additional fillings such 
as egg, sardine, salad, slices of banana, 
margerine and lots more. Most mamak stalls 
who serve roti canais would also have their own 
variation of an in-house special roti canal. 


Laksa 


Laksa is a unique, thick and spicy noodle soup 
dish that usually comes with ingredients such as 
poached eggs, bean sprouts, shredded 
cucumbers, coconut milk, seafood and spices. 
This dish also has many variations because 
locally, some states have their own versions of 
the laksa. They include Laksa Penang, Laksa 
Johor, Laksa Sarawak, Nyonya Laksa (unique to 
Malacca) and Curry Laksa, with each /aksa 
having its own distinct flavour, taste and even 
colour. 


Chicken Rice 


Chicken rice is a hot dish over in this country and 
is much loved by the locals. This is a hearty dish 
of fragrant rice cooked with a special recipe and 
served with roasted or steamed chicken as well 
as slices of fresh cucumber, ginger paste, soy 
sauce and a special chilli sauce. Chicken rice 
can also come with side dishes such as steamed 
bean sprouts, and fish ball or meat ball soup. 


Char Kuey Teow (Fried Flat Noodles) 


This is another dish that is uniquely Malaysian 
because Char Kuey Teow or fried flat noodles is 
a much loved choice among the people here. 
Usually fried with cockles, prawns, eggs and 
bean sprouts, this exceptionally delicious dish 
can be requested to be spicy or non-spicy.

Air Batu Campur (ABC) 


This dessert is the ultimate thirst quencher on a 
hot, sunny afternoon. Cooling and easily 
available, ABC or ais kacang comes in a bowl of 
shaved ice and condiments such as red beans, 
groundnuts, corn, jellies and sweetened with 
condensed milk and sugar syrup. Occasionally, 
ABC also comes topped with ice-cream. 


Nasi Kandar 


Nasi Kandar is a_ popular mamak_ or 
Indian-Muslim cuisine that consists of hot, 
steaming plain white rice served with a huge 
variety of dishes that you can choose from, such 
as curry fish head, mutton and chicken curry, 
fried fish eggs, fried chicken, seafood curry, fish 
curry and vegetables. This dish must be mixed 
with at least two different curry gravies in order 
to taste authentic nasi kandar. 


> 
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Prawn Mee 


This is a dish unique to the state of Penang but 
it has since made its way around Malaysia due 
to its hot demand among the locals. Prawn mee 
is a noodle dish in spicy prawn soup with 
ingredients such as bean sprouts, poached 
eggs, water spinach and most importantly, 
prawns! Complemented with spicy sambal 
sauce, prawn mee is certainly to die for. 


Cendol 


This extremely tasty dessert consists of shaved 
ice, with ingredients like the cendol (tiny strips 
made of green bean flour), red bean, coconut 
milk and sweetened with brown sugar syrup. 
The cendol is definitely an excellent dessert 
after meals. 


Naan and Tandoori Chicken 


Naan is another type of Indian bread that is 
thrown into a large pot-like cooker for it to cook. 
The texture comes out like pizza dough, only 
with no toppings. There are many flavours that 
you can add to your naan bread, such as 
cheese, garlic and more. Naan is served with 
dhal (lentil beans) and curry chicken. However, 
naan is more often complimented with the 
Tandoori Chicken, chicken cooked in a whole lot 
of spices which makes it very rich in flavour.

Government 


Malaysia’s government runs on a Parliamentary 
democracy with a bicameral legislative system, 
with the Yang di-Pertuan Agong as Head of State, 
and the Prime Minister as Head of Government. 


Economy 


Primarily one of the world’s largest producer of 
rubber, palm oil, timber and tin. However, of 
recent, manufacturing and service (notably, 
tourism) have became major sectors of the 
economy. 


Climate 


Malaysia has a hot and humid tropical climate. 
Temperatures range from 21 degrees Celsius to 
32 degrees Celsius.

General Guidelines

e tis polite to call before visiting a home. 

e Drinks and light refreshments are generally 
offered to guests. It would be polite to accept. 

e The country’s large Muslim population does not 
drink liquor or alcoholic beverages. 

e The right hand is always used when eating with 
one’s hand or when giving and receiving 
objects. 
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e The right forefinger is not used to point at 
places, objects or persons. Instead, the thumb 
of the right hand with the four finger folded, is 
the preferred way. 

® Shoes must always be removed when entering 
a Malaysian home. 

e When entering places of worship such as 
mosques and temples, shoes should be 
removed. Most mosques provide robes and 
scarves for female visitors. Taking photographs 
at places of worship is usually permitted but 
always seek for prior permission. 


Tipping 


Generally, you do not need to tip if a service 
charge is included to your bill. However, 
whenever good service is rendered, a small tip 
will be much appreciated. 


Entry Requirements 


Visitors must have a valid passport or travel 
document with a minimum validity of six months 
beyond the intended visiting period. Citizens of 
most countries do not require visas for social or 
business visits. For further information, please 
visit or call the nearest Malaysian diplomatic 
mission or Tourism Malaysia office. 


Vaccinations 


A yellow fever vaccination is required if visitors 
arrive from an infected country. 


Currency 


The unit of currency is the Malaysian Ringgit, 
which is denoted as RM. Foreign currencies can 
be converted at banks and money changers.
